the Royalty, Later he changed 
the Royal name from Hanover 
to Windsor to remove even the 
nominal suggestion of Germanic 
connection which had brought 
over most of the customs that 
were in use in the time of King 
George the First wherein all 
Royal marriages were restri ted. 
though prior to the arrival of 
the Hanoveriuns sons and daugh- 
tera of the reigning monarchs 
had entered into marriages with 
members of the wealthy and 
powerful nobility, if such allian- 
ces strengthened the throne in 
some unsettled time. 


There is a popular idea that 
Lady Bowes-Lyon, the present 
Queen Elizabeth, bas no connec- 
tion with Royal blood, That is 
wrong. She ie not only a mem-
